Panama, Ctilomtiia. July 15— Presl 
•Unt Marnxniin of this republic last 
tnnntb decided to ascertain the opinion 
nf the Isthmian resident! regarding 
the canal question, they being most vi- 
tally interested in having the ^uslness 
natisfactorily Mttled Without turtkw 
obstacles. 

' He tnstrueted Oovemor Balasar ot 
this department to appoint Ave prom- 
inent citizens here to study the mat- 
ter carefully. 

The committee rendered a report 
^ieh was almost unanimous except 
some trifling points. This report 
probably is already In the hands ot 
President Marroquin, having been for- 
warded to Bogota some time ago. 

Bo far as it is possiblo to asoortain 
the salient points of tha oommisaion- 
efa in substance are: 

The gentlemen of this committee 
not only consider it convenient, but 
emphatically declare that it is orgent 
to authorise, without unnecessary de- 
lays, the new Panama Canal company, 
to transfer to tlip L'nlted States gov- 
ernment the eoncession it holds to 
build the interoceanlc canal through 
Colombian territory. They suggest 
prbmpt government action, with pru- 
dent tact, but Hflvisc aeccleiatinK the 
pending negotlatiuns in order to bring 
to fruition the United States prefer- 
ence for the prompt construction of 
th» canal over the Panama route. Co- 
lombia would aet in a suicidal manner 
if by unpardonable neglect or want of 
diplomatic ability on the part of her 
representatives, she could Impose on 
the United States government the al- 
ternative nf choosing the rival, or 

Nicaragufn route. 

The pritctieal or Successful solution 
of the most important problem of the 
century, the ship dispatch continues 
has now become an Indespensable ne- 
cessity. I'lineccssary delays and un- 
called for seiitiment should not com- 
promise Colombia's future or the pros- 
perity of the isthmus of Panama, 
which \v()uld become the commercial 
route of the world. 

The members of the committee be- 
lieve Colombia should gratitutiously 
permit the canal company to transfer 
to the United States Its concessions, 
bearing in mind not only the tre 
mendous losses the original French 
Shareholders already have sustained 
and the millions of francs paid by the 
company to the Bogota government at 
different times, but also the indispu- 
table fact that l'nlted States cn^iufers 
have been influenced in their selection 
at the Pana route over all others prin- 
cipally on account of the amount ot 
th6 practical work already done on 
both sides of the iithmus. especially 
the Culebra cut. 

In the committee's opinion every lib- 
eral and reasonable eonccHion should 
be granted to the United States, pro- 
vided the sovereignty and dignity of 
the republic of Colombia is maintain- 
«A att^ effectually guaranteed. 

To Fence Off Canada. 
Helena, Mont, July 15.— It Is pro- 
posed to build a wire fence 700 miles 
long on the boundary line between 
Montana and Canada. The necessity 
for this huge undertaking arises from 
the fact that several years ago a large 
number of cattle that had strayed 
Into Canada from this state were 
seized by the Dominion officials on 
the ground that they had been smug 
gled. The fence will probably be built 
Jdntlir hf the Canadian and United 
SUtei aad wlU coat aaveral hundred 
dollars. 

P^ace Among Breviary Worksre. 

New York. July ITi. Peace has been 
proclaimed at a meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated union between the 
membera ot the brewery workers' 
union and the firemen and engineers 
employed in breweries of this city 
who have been lighting each other for 
years. The fight arose from an at- 
tempt by the brewery workers' union 
to force the brewery engineers and 
flremea to join It by f d ari n g Aftlna 
against them. 

New York, July 15.— Rev. William 
Hall Brokaw, who during the Spanish- 
American war . had charge of the 
Young Men's Christian association at 
Camp Alger, besides assisting In the 
aanttary arrangements of the camp, is 
dead at his home in this city. He 
formerly filled the pulpit of the 
Protestant Episcopal church at San 
A«toBio, Ttaaa. 
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Associates Upon 
sunilng His New Duties. 
London, July 16. — Sir .Michael 
Hicks-Beach has reilgned as chapcel 
lor of the exchequer. 

Perhaps never has a change of pre- 
mienbip been effected with so little 
dislocation to business, either public 
or private, as accompanied that trans- 
fer of the seats of office from Lord 
Salisbury to A. J. Balfour. The occur- 
rence had no effect whatever on the 
stock exchange. The only other change 
in the cabinet thus far announced is 
the chancelldilblt> Of tbe exchequer, 
though others are foreshadowed. 

Mr. Balfour, in addressing the first 
meeting of his followtrs at tlie foreign 
office informed them that he could 
not count on the continued assistance 
ot Sir Mlcbnel Hicks-Beach, but he 
flould count on the latter's good 
wishes. 

The public showed little interest In 
the party meeting, which was sum 
moned for noon. The new premier, 
when he entered the conference room 
of the foreign office, acompanied by 
the dul<e of Devonshirt^. Sir .Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Lord Salisbury and oth 
ers, received quite an ovation. When 
Mr. Baltbur rose to address the meet- 
ing all stood up and cheered the upw 
chief. Mr. Ualfo\ir referred to the 
loss of the services of the chief who 
for nearly 50 years bad been engaged 
In active 'political life. No one, he 
said, would grudge him his well-earned 
repose, though his less was irrepar- 
able. 

"1 do not flatter myself," proceeded 
the premier, "that the gap he has left 
can be filled. But the place he has 
left must be occupied and It because 
the king has desired me to do my 
best to take that position that I have 
asked you to meet me. I have ac- 
cepted a great task and a heavy re- 
sponsibility, certainly from no over- 
weening belief in my own capacity, 
but because I am sure, or at least 
have every reason to believe that In 
attempting to carry on this work 1 
will have the most important qualifica- 
tion a leader can have, namely the 
regard and confidence of t:io.se with 
whom he works." 

After Mr. Chamberlain had. deliv- 
ereu his message the conference dis- 
persed. 

On entering the ho;!se of commons 
subsequently, .Mr. Ballour met with a 
great reception. The resignation of 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach caused In- 
tense surprise. It was generally tak- 
en to be almost more important than 
Lord Palisli'.iry's ami was regarded in 
some quarters as being directly due to 
the nutre important voice Which Mr. 
Chamberlain will have in the new 
cabinet 

John Redn^ul, leadrr of the Irish 
party in the house of commons, said: 
"It will have a more immediate and 
material result than Lord Salisbury's 
retirement Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
was an excellent check on Chamber- 
lain, who is now practically all power- 
ful. I do not rf gard tlie general po- 
litical situation as being at all chang- 
ed by Lord Salisbury's disappearance 
from active life." 

Several other changes are likely to 
occur, including the retirement of Earl 
Cadogan, the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and the elevation of George 
Wyndham, the chief secretary for Ire- 
land, to a 'seat in the cabinet 

Speculation is already rife as to who 
will be Sir Michael Hii ks-Beach's suc- 
cessor. The name of P. Vv, Hanbury, 
prealdent of the board of agriculture, 
is frequently mentioned. 

General Chaffee Relieved. 
'Washington, July 15 — General Chaf- 
fee has been relieved of the command 

In the Philippines and ordered to the 
command of the department of thp 
east, by an order Issued by Secretary 
Root. The order reads as follows: 
"By direction of the president, Major 
General George W. Davis will relieve 
Major General ("haffee of the com- 
mand of the division of the Philippines 
Sept 30. 1902. On being relieved. 
General Chaffee Will, with his author- 
ized aid. repair to Governor's Island, 
New York, and assume command ot 
the department of the east" 

Henry Clay Washery Started. 
Shemokin. Pa.. July 16.— Two car 
loads of ipaoial policemen and Htbor- 
ert arrived here from Schuylkill coun- 
ty. The men 60 In all, went to work 
at the Reading company's Henry Clay 
washery, and is was successfully start- 
ed. The strikers made no demonstra- 
tion. The washery is tb« first to be 
operated in thla regton alnce the aii> 

Pauneefete's Remalna. 

Southampton. 'July 16.— The United 
States armored cruiser Brooklyn, from 
Annapolis. July 1. having on board 
the remains of Ix)rd Pauncefote, late 
ambaiaador of Great Britain at Wash- 
ington, arrived bava. The body waa 
landed.

Chicago. July 14 — The second week 
of the freight handlers' strike began 
with 20.000 men idle and shipping at 
a standstill. 

The railroad warehoused*, ordinarily 
hives of Industry, were almost as 
quiet as they were Sunday, so far as 
regular business was concerned. At a 
distance from each wart housn wa.s a 
company of pickets posted to keep 
freight from entering or leaving the 
sheds. Nearer the depoti were guards 
of police on duty to protect the men 
in the warehouses and to quell any dis- 
turbance which might arise. 

Gangs of nonunion men brought 
into the city to take the places of the 
strikers lounged about the warehouses 
or in their can with acareely any< 
thing to do. 

President Curran of the freight 
handlers' union appointed a commit- 
tee to visit the various railroads. But 
his proposition had reverted to the 
original one. further than ever away 
from the ideas of the railroad man- 
agers, and no hope was expressed that 
a settlement would be made. 

Wholesale houses made practically 
no attempt to send out freight, or to 
receive it. These Mg estalilishments 
were all but closed down. The strike 
has cost them hundreds ot dollars al- 
ready, and they stand to lose mil- 
lions should the condition continue. 

The loss In wages to the striking 
freight handlers and their sympa- 
thizers, the teamr.ters, to all the rail 
roads and other lines ot business is 
roughly estimated at'considerably over 
$1,000,000 a day. The Situation Is ad* 

mittedly very grave. 

Commission merchants on South 
Water street declare this lively 
market dead. In times of commercial 
peace this street is one < f the most 
congested in the Ca;ir;t.-ian wornJ. 
.Now in front (f n;a;iy ol the stcr»'s 
there was not a wagon and scarcely 
a crate, box or barrel of produce. Some 
had a few berries brought by boat 
from Michigan and Wisconsin, but 
these were about the only fresh ar- 
rivals, 'fhlrty cars of highly p^rislia- 
ble stuff was reported on the tracKS, 
while many more cars containing com- 
modities which will last a few days changed 
longer lay :itiaii,.onetl. f)f the arri\a!.-; 
by rail only tiiree tarlou'ls v.ere tared 
for pronij)tly. Thtse (oiitained liv^ 
poultry. It was said that the humane 
society would not allow them to per- 
ish, and a permit was secured to take 
them to South «>ater street. 

One wholesaler had a carload of 
pea( hes on sale. The peaches came in 
Saturday by rail, but the teamsters re- 
fused to haul anything from the rail- 
road. The dealer thereupon sfcipp d 
the car around the lake to St. Josepli. 
Mi(h., where the consignment was 
tra:isferred to a boat and reached here 
later. 

President Field of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company stated that the 
icemen were ha iling ii e ev^ry wnnr^. 
including the rall\v;.y (i»:;;ots aii'l [k 
cars. This was denied by some of the 
strikers. 

The conferences between committees 
of the men and t-he railroad managers 
gfiH iaily ( anie to naught. Evt-ii win ii 
President Curran told the tommiiiee- 
men to accept 17*^ cents, a modifica- 
tion of bis earlier Instructions, no 
progrese was made.

this city. Many of the large ocean 
liners, which make this port, are leav- 
Ittf without an ounce of cereal. The 
stCamahlpa that have left during the 
past week carried out only 170,000 
bushels, compared with 851,000 in the 
same week a year ago 

New York, July 16. — ^The Peary re- 
lief ship Windward started on her 
voyage to the Arctic regions. The 
work of taking on atorea baa proceed- 
ed rapifily. 



Heeord ef Waller Case. 

Washington. July 14. — The Incoming 
of the mail brings the full printed rec- 
ord of proceedings in the courtmartial 
cases ot Major Lytleton W. Fuller 
and John H. A. Day ot the marine 
corps, growing out of the killing of 
some native bearers, or Cargardoes. 
in Samar. The record shows tuat Ma- 
jor Waller was acquitted of the 
Charge ot murder, but that General 
Chaffee, declaring that "there has 
been a miscarriage of Justice in the 
case. Disproves the finding and th^ 
acquitUl, with the exception that 
while Waller should not have been 
found guilty of murder, the court 
should have Included a lesser offense. 
General Chaffee's indorsement is vury 
Strong, and he declares that with the 
exception of three who deserted, no 
overt acts were committed by the 
Cargadores, but on the contrary, 
those sent to their death continued 
to the last to carry the arms and am- 
munition of the men after they were 
no longer able to bear arms, and to 
render in their impassive way such 
services as deepens the conviction 
that, without their assistance, many 
of the marines who now survive 
would also have perished." 

Want Friars to teave. 
Washington, July 16.— It was learn- 
ed here that the reply ot Secretary 
Root to the dispatch of Governor 'I'aft 

has already bi-eu cabled to Rome. It 
is in the nature of instructions as to 
what rejoiner ahall be mad* to the 
Vatican in answer to its first general 
reply to Govenor Taft. These in- 
structions to i ruor Taft were pre- 
pared before Secretary Hoot left 
Washington, but were deemed of such 
importance that submission to the 
president was tuought desirable, 'i .le 
jOTsition of the L'nlted Sfati s is un- 
and the instruction to Sec- 
retary Root, issued before Governor 
Taft went to Rome, are adhered to 
In every essential. The important 
point of those instructions wi re tliiit 
the Friars should be withdrawn and 
upon this (luestion the administration 
remains firm. The rejoiner is a big 
document and is couched in such Ian 
guage that there will be a continuance 
ot the negotiations. 

Speoner Visits the President. 

Oyster Pay. N. Y.. July 1.'. -Senator 
Spotiiier of Wisconsin arrived at Sag- 
amore Hill, and alter a conference 
With the president and Secretary Rcmt 
left for New York. Mr. Spooner suc- 
cessfully eluded newsjiaper men, not 
one of whom saw him. His conversa- 
tion with the president related in part 
to the purchase of the Panama Canal 
company's property. Senator Spoon- 
er has been Invited by the de|)artment 
»;f justice to accompany one of tut) 
assistant attorney generals to Paris 
to assist in the investigation of the 
title of the Panama Canal company's 
property. Whether he will go or not 
has not been decided. 

Mohican Is Safe. 

Seattle, Wash.. July 15.— The Uni- 
ted Statea training shop .Mohican is 
safe. She arrived at Dutch harlx-r in 
distress June 28, after being out from 
Yokohama 39 days. When she ar- 
rived at Dutch harbor she was out of 
fuel, and the food supply was running 
low. Three ays more and it would 
have become a serious question of 
finding sufflcient to eat for the young 
sailors on board. The fact that she 
carried a full complement of sails 
probably saved her. The Mohican left 
Yokohama bound for Honolulu direct 
but encountered head wiada that 
drove her off her course.

RUINS ARE PILED UP SKY HiOH. 



Suddeo DrHtriictlwn of mi Ancient 
flpce of Architecture In Italy. 
Boyal PalNce and Other 
Bttlldlags Damaged* 



Venice. Italy. July 1.'')— The Cam* 
panile (detached bell tower) of St. 
Mark's church, 98 metres high, col- 
lapsed at 10:40 a. m , and fall with a 
crash Into the fl&zia.. 

The Campanile, which was entirely 
detached from the cathedral, collapsed 
where It stood, and is now a heap of 
mine. The cathedral and palace ot 
the doges are quite safe, but a corner 
of the royal palace was damaged Re- 
pairs on the Campanile were to have 
been commenced at once. It is feared 
there were some loss ot life. The 
ruins are surrounded by a cordon of 
troops. The first Intimation of dangei 
was the sudflen aiip ' arauee of a lungi 
tudinai crack in the coruer of ths 
wall, facing the clock tower, and the 
breaking of two windows. A oonceri 
which had ben aranged to be held on 
the piaz/.a was stoppe,! by order ot 
the perfect, with the object of pre- 
venting a concourse of people. 

The Campanile stood opposite the 
church, or cathedral of St. Mark's. It 
was fo'inded In 888, restored in i::i'!t. 
provided with a marble top in 1417, 
and in 1C17 was crowned with the Hg- 
ures of an angel nearly 15 feet high. 
The loggetta or vestibule on the east 
side of Campanile was once a ren- 
dezvous of the Nobilla and afterwards 
a waiting room for the guards during 
the sessions of the great council. 
There were bronse statues of peace, 
.Api)fdl. Meicury and Pallas on the 
coping of the Caiupanile, and its fine 
bronze iluni'. u • t . niucli ailiuireil At 
the top of the tower a tire watchman, 
with a telescope, was continually sta- 
tioned. 

The ruins are piled up to a height 
of lOP t.et, anil tlie pia/.za Di San 
Marco aud the adjoining squares are 
covered with debris and oust. Some 
damage was -done to the San Sovino 
loggetta. or vestibule, on the east side 
of the Campanile. 

Work Resumed. 
Johnstown. l'a...)ul\ 1.'.. — Operations 
were started in every sictiiu il the 
mine of the Cambria Steel company, 
e xcept the Klondike, where the fatal 
explosion of Thu^s.lay occurred. A 
majority of the nu n on hai.d when 
the fiist trij) went into t!ie mine 
were foreigners. They did not seem 
to have the least hesitation in re-en- 
tering the mine where so many of 
their felow-countrymen lost their 
li\ts. In a short time they were at 
work cleaning up tlie rooms. This 
work will take some time. A full 
force of men Is expected to be at work 
before night, with the exception of the 
KloiiiliKe, v.here a large force el )i; ii 
are cleaning up the falls i..at were 
blown down. When this is com- 
pleted, the mine inspectors will make 
an investigation before it can be open- 
ed again for ciiieration. Ti:e in piest 
will probably not be held beiore next 
Thursday. No more bjidies wi'ie 
brought out r>r have been discoveied. 

Revolver Record.

None of the minor 
strings was imper.'ect :. f. :;t ne er be- 
fore accomplisi ed in coinpi-tition, al- 
though two eastern marksmen have 
made repeateii trials.

behind them a name made sweet by 
memories of their gooil deeds. In St.
